In  accordance  with  your  your  instructions,  I have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley 
for  the  period  from  December  1,  1967,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  August  8,  1970,  the  following  report  being 
submitted  thereon. 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  de- 
partments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or 
committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and 
the  accounting  officer. 

The  books  and  accounts  kept  by  the  accounting  officer 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records 
of  departmental  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  recorded 
disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and 
with  the  records  of  payments  by  the  treasurer.  The  appropria- 
tions and  transfers,  as  entered  on  the  ledgers,  were  checked 
with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  financial  votes  passed  by  town 
meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee’s  authorization  of 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  general  and  appropriations 
ledger  accounts,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting 
from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a balance  sheet,  which  is 
appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  August  8,  1970. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked 
with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  disburse- 
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ment  of  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  August  8,  1970  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  received  from 
the  depository. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income 
was  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts. 

The  recorded^  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account 
were  checked  with  the  tax  books,  the  redemptions  and  sales 
were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  recipts,  and  the 
tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled 
with  the  ledger  accounts,  and  compared  with  the  records  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  deductions  from  employees’  salaries  and  wages  for 
Federal  and  State  taxes,  retirement  systems,  and  group  in- 
surance were  audited  and  proved  with  the  accounting  officer’s 
controlling  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent 
commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  checked  with  the  war- 
rants issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
respective  controlling  accounts  in  the  accounting  officer’s 
ledger. 

The  tax  collector’s  cash  balance  on  August  8,  1970  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  received 
from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

It  is  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  secure  a prompt 
settlement  of  the  delinquent  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  excise 
dating  back  to  1963. 
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The  commitments  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ac- 
counting officer’s  ledger. 

In  order  to  verify  the  outstanding  accounts  notices  were 
mailed  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
records  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  records  of  dog  licenses  issued  on  behalf 
of  the  county  and  of  sporting  licenses  issued  for  the  State 
were  audited,  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the 
Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  town  treasurer,  tax 
collector,  and  town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  se- 
lectmen, as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  school,  library, 
and  cemetery  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in 
which  money  is  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  books  were  added  and  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded 
receipts. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with 
schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

A public  hearing  was  held  on  the  petition  of  the  Taunton 
Municipal  Lighting  Plant  to  cross  Berkley  Street  with  their 
transmission  lines,  and  their  application  was  denied. 

The  application  of  a contractor  to  construct  duplex  homes 
in  the  Seymour  Street  Extension  area  was  denied. 

The  construction  of  North  Main  Street  should  be  ready 
for  bid  in  early  1972. 

The  Bristol  - Plymouth  Regional  Vocational  School,  of 
which  Berkley  owns  a share  is  scheduled  to  open  in  the  fall 
of  1972. 

Because  of  the  over  crowding  of  our  public  building,  we 
feel  that  our  Town  Hall  which  is  now  idle,  should  be  put  to 
some  good  use. 

With  our  Town  growing  steadily,  there  are  more  demands 
for  public  services,  therefor  some  thought  should  be  given 
to  providing  Town  Offices,  a Communication  Center,  and  in- 
creasing the  personnel  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments. 

The  Selectmen  now  have  Catherine  Comerford,  employed 
as  a clerk  in  our  office  and  compensated  by  the  Federal  E.E.A. 
Program. 

With  the  new  State  Lottery,  and  the  possibility  of  the 
State  take  over  of  Veteran’s  Services,  and  Public  Schools  in 
the  near  future,  will  make  more  town  money  available  for 
badly  needed  improvements  in  our  Town. 

Finally,  great  praise  should  be  given  to  Clarence  B. 
O’Neill,  who  served  the  Town  faithfully  as  Electrical  Inspector, 
free  of  charge  for  over  25  years,  he  resigned  in  July  because 
of  ill  health.

Under  the  Mutual  Aid  agreement  we  sent  assistance  to 
Dighton — 1,  Freetown — 1,  Lakeville — 3,  and  Taunton — 2.  Each 
of  these  other  Fire  Departments  have  assisted  us  at  various 
times  during  the  year. 

The  State  Fire  Marshal  was  called  to  investigate  several 
fires  of  suspicious  origin. 

Fire  Department  personnel  also  answered  83  ambulance 
calls  during  the  year:  33  to  Morton  Hospital,  15  to  other  area 
hospitals,  15  from  hospitals  to  homes  or  rest  homes,  11  auto 
accidents  and  9 miscellaneous  calls.  Several  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  have  taken  a course  in  Cardio-Pulmonary 
Resuscitation  in  order  to  be  better  prepared  to  assist  victims 
with  heart  or  breathing  problems. 

The  new  1970  Ford  truck  was  delivered  to  us  in  February. 
It  is  equipped  with  a 750  gallon  per  minute  pump  and  a 1,000 
gallon  water  tank.  It  has  proved  to  be  a great  asset  to  the 
Fire  Department  and  the  town. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  one  side  wall  of  the 
Common  station  and  it  was  necessary  to  install  a complete 
new  door.  It  is  expected  the  opposite  wall  and  door  will  have 
to  be  done  in  1972. 

Townspeople  are  reminded  that  burning  permits  are  no 
longer  available.  State  Regulations  now  prohibit  all  outside 
burning  including  incinerator  barrels. 

It  is  with  great  sadness  that  we  note  the  passing  of 
Chief  Francis  E.  Fournier  in  October  1971.  He  was  a con- 
scientious and  dedicated  fireman  who  did  much  to  better  the 
Department  during  his  long  association  both  as  a member  and 
Chief. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Police  Department  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  me  in 
carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1971  there  were  approximately  60  lots  of  land, 
not  requiring  approval  under  the  Sub-division  Control  Law, 
received  and  recorded  by  the  Planning  Board.  Also  there  was 
one  sub-division  recorded  and  two  preliminary  plans  received 
by  the  Board. 

A by-law  increasing  the  minimum  lot  size  to  an  area  of 
25,000  square  feet  with  150  feet  frontage  on  an  approved 
road  was  presented  and  approved  by  an  unanimous  vote  at 
the  annual  town  meeting  and  has  been  approved  by  the  At- 
torney General.  At  a special  town  meeting  in  December  the 
voters  approved  an  amendment  to  our  zoning  by-laws  which 
prohibits  the  construction  of  new  duplex  and  apartment 
houses  and  also  requires  a minimum  of  600  square  feet  of 
living  space  for  dwellings. 

The  Board  is  still  working  on  a new  set  of  Rules  and 
Regulations  Governing  the  Sub-division  of  Land.  It  is  noted 
that  a great  deal  of  land  is  now  owned  by  developers.  This 
fact  is  going  to  require  the  Board  to  continue  to  present  to 
the  voters  for  approval  more  zoning  proposals  to  protect  the 
town  from  uncontrolled  growth,  which  could  mean  fiscal  dis- 
aster. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters 
for  their  support  during  1971. 

The  Board  meets  on  the  Third  Monday  of  each  month  at 
7:30  P.M.  in  the  Public  Library  Basement.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT— BERKLEY,  MASS. 

December  31,  1971 

On  June  30,  1972,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  thirteen  years  of  service  to  the  Town 
of  Berkley  and  eighteen  other  communities  in  the  County. 

The  Project  was  again  plagued  by  the  appearance  of 
equine  encephalitis  in  the  County  this  year.  The  first  case 
was  reported  on  August  12th,  and  the  last  on  September  9th. 
The  communities  where  cases  appeared  were:  New  Bedford 
(3),  Acushnet  (2),  Taunton  (1),  Raynham  (1),  and  Westport 
(1).  We  feel  that  our  two-way  radio  system  was  instrumental 
in  checking  the  outbreak,  as  all  areas  were  sprayed  immedi- 
ately upon  receiving  notification  from  the  Reclamation  Board 
in  Boston  or  the  Lakeville  Encephalitis  Station. 

In  March  our  larvicide  program  got  underway  and  re- 
sulted in  the  treating  of  88  acres  before  our  mist  blowers 
were  mounted  on  the  first  of  May.  Adult  mosquitoes  were  on 
the  wing  early  this  year  and  our  spraying  season  did  not 
terminate  until  September  19th. 

With  the  spraying  season  over  the  mist  blowers  were 
removed  and  all  crews  turned  to  our  brook  and  ditch  main- 
tenance program.  This  resulted  in  the  removal  of  obstructions 
and  debris  from  925  feet  of  existing  brooks  and  ditches.  1,100 
feet  of  brush  was  also  removed  to  allow  proper  drainage  and 
to  aid  in  preventing  unnecessary  flooding. 

All  personnel  are  licensed  for  the  application  of  pesticides 
and  use  only  those  approved  for  mosquito  control  by  the  Pesti- 
cide Board. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Berkley  for  their  continued 
cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL 
TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


It  is  a pleasure  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Technical  School 
District. 

One  year  ago  the  contractor  was  installing  “footings” 
for  the  gymnasium.  As  1971  comes  to  a close  we  are  able  to 
report  that  the  school  is  seventy  percent  completed.  The 
progress  has  been  phenomenal. 

The  school  building  is  708  feet  long,  200  feet  wide  with 
a separate  gymnasium  of  10,000  square  feet.  The  total  school 
area  is  180,000  square  feet. 

The  school  committee  has  held  twenty  three  regular 
and  three  special  meetings.  Again  this  year,  the  same  officers 
were  elected  at  our  annual  meeting.  They  are  Donald  K. 
Atkins,  Middleborough,  Chairman;  William  R.  Powers,  Rayn- 
ham,  Vice-Chairman;  Joseph  C.  Whitcomb,  Treasurer;  and 
Caroline  Tripp,  Clerk. 

Mr.  Marcus  A.  Rhodes  did  not  participate  in  the  Novem- 
ber election,  and  has  been  replaced  by  Mr.  Donald  J.  Scott. 
The  committee  regrets  the  loss  of  Mr.  Rhodes  as  he  was  a 
dedicated  member. 

We  have  held  many  Advisory  Board  meetings  regarding 
equipment  selections  and  curriculum  offerings.  The  advice 
rendered  by  members  is  held  in  high  regard. 

In  May,  a monthly  radio  program  was  launched  on  Sta- 
tion W.R.L.M.,  and  was  introduced  as  “Radio’s  First  Tuesday”. 
More  recently,  a new  program  on  Station  W.P.E.P.  called 
“Bristol-Plymouth  Technical  School  on  the  Move”  is  presented 
on  the  first  Monday.  The  purpose  of  both  programs  is  to  give 
progress  reports  on  the  school.  The  Taunton  Daily  Gazette, 
the  Brockton  Enterprise,  and  the  New  Bedford  Standard 
Times  have  given  excellent  coverage. 

The  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  will  give 
Bristol-Plymouth  Region  48.62  percent  of  the  construction 
costs.  Dr.  Charles  Buzzell,  Associate  Commissioner  for  Oc- 
cupational Education,  has  informed  us  that  we  will  receive 
another  ten  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  building  from  Federal 
Funds.  One  half  of  our  operating  costs  will  be  reimbursed 
by  monies  from  Chapter  74  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  Paul  Couture,  Guidance  Director,  has  talked  to  all 
eighth,  ninth,  and  twelfth  grade  students  in  the  region,  and 
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has  discussed  all  course  offerings  with  them.  His  enthusiasm 
and  dedication  is  most  commendable.  We  have  over  one  hun- 
dred thirty  six  applicants  for  the  Licensed  Practical  Nurses 
Program.  There  will  be  forty  five  students  in  this  course 
when  school  opens  next  September. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Gusty,  Assistant  Suprintendent-Director, 
joined  our  staff  in  October.  He  was  formerly  Guidance  Di- 
rector of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Technical  School,  and 
we  find  his  knowledge  and  past  experience  extremely  helpful 
to  us.  Currently,  he  is  engaged  in  writing  proposals  for 
Federal  Grants  which  will  reduce  our  operating  costs. 

Mr.  Donald  Drew  and  his  students  of  Southeastern  Tech- 
nical School  were  employed  by  us  again  last  summer.  They 
constructed  lecterns,  tables,  shop  benches,  and  conference 
room  furniture.  Not  only  is  this  fine  furniture,  but  also  great 
financial  savings  are  realized. 

Good  quality  equipment  has  been  donated  by  Rand  Mc- 
Nally Company,  The  Taunton  Daily  Gazette,  and  the  Spring- 
field  Arsenal. 

The  contractors,  J.  L.  Marshall  Company,  and  our  archi- 
tects, Drummey  Rosane  and  Anderson  have  certainly  worked 
to  our  expectations.  In  fact,  the  work  is  two  months  ahead 
of  schedule.  Mr.  Richard  Bradley,  Clerk  of  the  Works,  has 
worked  closely  with  the  committee  and  contractor.  He  has 
performed  his  duties  in  a workmanlike  manner. 

To  the  School  Superintendents  and  all  Guidance  personnel 
in  our  region  who  have  co-operated  with  us,  and  have  under- 
standing of  our  problems,  we  extend  our  appreciation. 

Our  office  at  91  Winthrop  Street,  Taunton  is  open  daily. 
Prospective  students  and  their  parents  are  welcome  to  discuss 
courses  and  enrollment  procedures.

4.  COMMENT 

This  year  end  shows  an  increase  in  outstanding  taxes 
that  is  deplorable.  Of  course  the  main  reason  is  that  bills  got 
out  very  late  but  also  most  people  don't  follow  up  payment 
deadlines  with  their  banks  to  be  sure  all  their  taxes  are  paid. 
This  year  we  have  many  balances  on  taxes  for  the  first  time. 
Until  I send  out  a statement  (at  town  expense)  informing 
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a delinquent  of  this  balance,  interest,  continues.  My  normal 
procedure  is  to  send  a demand  ($1.00  fee)  for  this  purpose. 
I don’t  feel  I should  act  as  a bookkeeper  for  the  Town  Tax- 
payers, try  to  keep  in  touch  with  your  bank  and  pay  on  time. 
Help  save  your  Town  dollars. 

After  7 years  collecting  taxes  I feel  it  is  time  to  close 
a gap  in  a long  standing  belief  that  you  have  2 years  to  pay 
a tax.  Before  March  31st  all  1970  or  older  Real  Estate  Taxes 
must  be  paid  or  I will  take  property  for  the  Town  of  Berkley, 
also  by  September  1st,  unless  all  1971  Real  Estate  are  paid 
I will  take  all  property  for  the  Town  of  Berkley.  This  will 
result  in  a lower  tax  rate  for  1972  and  will  in  general  help 
all  taxpayers,  not  just  a few.  This  must  be  done  for  the  relief 
of  all. 

I’d  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  Town 
Officials  and  residents  of  the  Town  for  their  Cooperation  and 
help  given  me  during  this  past  year.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  small- 
pox, diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  polio 
or  a statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inad- 
visable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  Radio  Station  WPEP,  Taunton, 
Radio  Station  WPRO  Providence,  and  Radio  Station  WAEA 
Attleboro.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  judgment 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The 
fact  that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance 
by  all  pupils  is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are 
transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit. 
From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation 
to  some  of  those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our 
buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater 
distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I hereby  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report.  Incor- 
porated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee, 
the  School  Nurse,  the  Principal  and  the  Music  Department. 


Personnel 

In  June  Mrs.  Janet  Lottman  left  our  system  to  move  to 
Pennsylvania.  Mrs.  Estelle  Rose  who  had  substituted  fre- 
quently in  our  schools  replaced  her  as  a transition  teacher. 
Mr.  Harris  G.  Gorab  a graduate  of  Denison  University  was 
hired  to  teach  an  extra  fourth  and  fifth  grade.  Mrs.  Arti 
Dixon  was  hired  as  an  art  teacher.  She  replaced  Mrs.  Mar- 
guerite Hagopian  who  left  earlier  in  the  year.  Mrs.  Dixon 
is  a graduate  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Several 
part-time  teachers  were  added  to  the  staff  in  the  area  of 
special  services.  Mrs.  Janet  Ryan  and  Miss  Judith  Daggett 
are  employed  to  help  children  with  perceptual  difficulties. 
Mr.  Richard  Lawson  is  the  new  school  psychologist.  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Slagel,  a graduate  of  State  College  at  Geneseo,  N.Y. 
is  the  speech  therapist. 


Finances 

The  1972  Budget  shows  an  increase  of  9.6%  or  $44,110.50 
over  the  1971  budget.  The  largest  increase  is  in  tuition.  In- 
creased salaries,  increased  cost  of  books  and  supplies  and  the 
addition  of  two  teachers  accounts  for  an  increase  of  $21,000.00. 
A new  transportation  contract  was  awarded  last  September. 
This  contract  represents  an  increase  of  $7,000.00.  Increased 
salaries  and  the  increase  in  cost  of  utilities  accounts  for  an 
increase  of  $3,000.00  in  plant  operation.  The  tuition  to  Digh- 
ton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  increased  by  $100.00.  This 
is  reflected  in  a $5,400.00  increase  in  program  with  other  dis- 
tricts. In  Special  Services,  we  hired  on  a part-time  basis  with 
Dighton  and  Rehoboth  a school  psychologist,  a teacher  of 
perceptually  handicapped  and  a teacher  of  emotionally  dis- 
turbed. This  increased  the  budget  by  $5,000.00.  These  pro- 
grams are  reimbursed  50%  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 
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Enrollment  and  Buildings 

The  total  increase  in  enrollment  this  year  over  last  year 
is  26  pupils.  We  now  have  418  pupils  in  our  two  schools.  Every 
available  space  is  being  used.  We  are  using  the  library  and 
the  nurses  room  for  classes  at  the  Elementary  School.  All 
rooms  are  used  at  the  Junior  High  School,  and  we  have 
located  the  special  class  in  the  Rehoboth  Schools.  We  should 
very  seriously  consider  an  addition  to  the  Elementary  School 
at  this  time.  We  should  provide  space  for  a fifth  grade,  tvv^o 
sixth  grades,  the  special  class,  a kindergarten  room  required 
by  law  in  1973,  and  a remedial  area.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
reduce  the  provisions  of  the  tri-purpose  room  by  adding  a 
new  gymnasium  or  auditorium  and  we  should  increase  the 
size  of  the  library.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has 
provided  additional  funds  to  help  towns  to  build  the  needed 
spaces.  In  the  past  the  State  has  provided  fifty  percent  of 
the  capital  outlay  while  the  towns  paid  the  other  fifty  per- 
cent and  the  full  interest  payments.  Recent  legislation  has 
permitted  the  State  to  pay  sixty-five  percent  of  all  costs, 
capital  and  interest.  We  should  take  advantage  of  this  help 
to  remedy  a bad  situation. 

The  present  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  repair 
through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  and  Mr.  Tedfield 
Majcher. 

Conclusion 

As  in  the  past  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff 
who  have  helped  to  keep  our  schools  abreast  of  the  times. 
Mrs.  Adela  Viveiros  and  her  staff  continue  to  supply  delicious 
low  cost  meals.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Deal,  the  school  nurse,  deserves 
a great  deal  of  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  she  accepts 
the  added  duties  of  a school  nurse  in  these  rapidly  changing 
times.  We  also  appreciate  all  the  P.T.O.  is  doing  to  provide 
the  extra  incentives  for  our  pupils.  I would  thank  the  other 
civic  organizations  that  have  provided  athletic  programs  and 
equipment.  These  programs  are  important  for  young  people 
as  modern  conveniences  have  eliminated  many  of  the  home 
chores  that  many  of  us  performed  in  out  of  school  hours. 

Mr.  Edward  Canuel  the  local  administrator  of  both  schools 
deserves  a great  deal  of  praise  for  his  work  in  providing  a 
good  school  atmosphere  for  our  pupils. 

I would  like  at  this  time  to  ask  for  the  continued  support 
by  the  parents  of  not  only  our  program,  but  also  our  pupils. 
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In  these  times  of  innumerable  distresses  such  as  loss  of 
parents,  broken  homes,  war  and  unemployment  our  young 
people  feel  the  strain  as  well  as  we  do  and  need  your  under- 
standing and  support. 

Please  visit  our  schools  often  as  they  are  your  schools 
operated  by  you  for  your  child’s  education.

I hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Berkley  Public  Schools. 

Curriculum 

Our  Reading  teachers  have  two  developmental  reading 
series,  control  readers  with  multi  level  filmstrips,  System  80 
Learning  Machines,  and  SRA  Reading  Kits  available  to  pro- 
vide a sound  reading  program  for  all  our  students.  The  Mathe- 
matics program  offers  Cuisinaire  Rods  and  SRA  Mathematics 
Kits  to  supplement  our  textbooks.  Each  program  has  the  added 
help  of  two  transition  teachers  for  smaller  and  better  group- 
ing. The  above  programs  are  part  of  our  “Continuous  Prog- 
ress Plan”  of  instruction  which  has  been  designed  to  develop 
a child’s  reading  and  mathematical  skills  commensurate  with 
his  abilities. 

The  faculty  evaluated  and  helped  select  new  textbooks 
for  certain  grades  in  Science,  Social  Studies,  Spelling,  and 
Literature. 

Library  books,  filmstrips,  globes,  and  another  control 
reader  with  filmstrips  were  obtained  through  Title  II  and  III 
grants  to  supplement  our  curriculum  in  several  areas. 

Through  our  Special  Services,  we  obtain  the  help  of  two 
learning  disability  teachers,  a speech  therapist,  and  a school 
psychologist. 

Our  five  week  summer  readiness  program  helps  us  evalu- 
ate and  prepare  our  new  students  for  first  grade.  It  provides 
a varied  program  which  has  been  successful. 


Other  Activities 

The  Music  Department  culminated  its  developmental  pro- 
gram with  two  spring  concerts.  It  featured  our  Glee  Club 
and  Band. 

The  Art  and  Industrial  Arts  students  each  presented  ex- 
hibits at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
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The  junior  high  school  drama  group  again  presented  a 
fine  play. 

The  junior  high  school  physical  education  program  is 
supplemented  by  varsity  and/or  intramural  programs  and  a 
field  day.  Boys  may  compete  in  baseball,  basketball,  and  flag 
football.  Girls  participate  in  volleyball,  softball,  flag  football, 
and  cheerleading. 

Our  students  also  enjoyed  visits  to:  Science  Museum, 
Drumlin  Farm  Nature  Center,  Transportation  Museum,  Pea- 
body Museum,  New  England  Aquarium,  and  concerts  at 
Wheaton  College,  Symphony  Hall,  and  the  SEMSBA  Concert 
in  Hingham. 

The  above  indicates  that  Berkley  parents  provide  a good 
educational  program  for  their  children.  However,  with  in- 
crease enrollment  and  new  programs  to  be  researched,  we 
have  to  continue  to  update  our  facilities  and  curriculum  in 
order  to  develop  good  citizens. 

General 

The  faculty  is  a hardworking  group.  With  Mr.  Richmond, 
Head  teacher  at  the  junior  high  school,  and  a cooperative 
staff,  our  schools  function  smoothly. 

The  Berkley  Parent  Teacher  Organization  has  had  its 
finest  year.  Besides  their  informative  meetings,  they  have 
provided  our  students  with  a merry-go-round,  indoor  games 
for  each  classroom,  draperies  for  the  elementary  school,  and 
the  eight  grade  banquet  and  awards.  They  have  also  sponsored 
junior  high  school  dances  and  have  enabled  several  students 
to  attend  a three  part  concert  series  at  Symphony  Hall. 

The  Berkley  Police  Association  not  only  sponsored  our 
annual  student  Christmas  parties  but  also,  along  with  the 
Berkley  Lions  Club,  were  ready  to  help  a student  attend  an 
Advanced  Studies  Program  at  Bridgewater  State  College. 

The  Berkley  Public  Library  provided  our  junior  high 
school  students  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  library  on  a regular 
basis. 

Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros  and  her  staff  continue  to  provide 
a hot  lunch  program  which  is  well  accepted  by  our  students. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Deal,  our  school  nurse,  is  providing  a 
sound  health  program  in  caring  for  sick  children  and  an 
health  education  program  at  the  junior  high  school. 
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Conclusion 

I express  sincere  gratitude  to  you,  Mr.  Roy,  the  school 
committee,  parents,  teachers,  office  staff,  all  school  personnel, 
and  students  for  a truly  rewarding  experience  as  principal 
of  the  Berkley  Schools.

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Music  for  1971. 

Visits  are  made  to  all  grades  twice  a week.  In  the  primary 
grades  a varied  musical  program  is  carried  on  with  the  assis- 
tance of  the  classroom  teachers.  Sixty  students  from  grades 
four  and  five  meet  twice  a week  for  choir  rehearsals.  The 
choir  performed  along  with  grades  one  through  five  at  the 
annual  Spring  Festival,  and  also  performed  for  the  Berkley 
P.T.O.  at  Christmastime. 

Students  in  the  Junior  High  are  also  offered  chorus  on 
a voluntary  basis.  Approximately  fifty  students  participate 
in  this  choir  which  performed,  in  combination  with  the 
Berkley  Band,  at  a Spring  Concert  in  May,  and  at  the  annual 
Christmas  tree-lighting  ceremony. 

Many  concerts  and  events  have  been  offered  to  the  stu- 
dents this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  school  nurse 
of  the  Berkley  Schools. 

I would  like  to  restate  the  following  health  policies: 

1.  Doctor’s  certificates  are  only  necessary  for  communi- 
cable diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the  school. 

2.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide 
transportation. 

3.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medica- 
tion during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting 
administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check  with  the 
school  physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

4.  The  new  state  law  requires  immunization  against 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  tetanus,  pertussis,  measles,  and  polio- 
myelitis, unless  exempted  for  medical  reasons.  Free  clinics 
will  be  available  in  the  spring  for  anyone  desiring  immuniza- 
tion. Students  entering  school  in  the  fall  must  have  com- 
pleted all  immunizations. 

Health  Club  was  initiated  in  September  as  a voluntar;^^ 
course  for  junior  high  students.  The  subject  matter  covered 
is  a Red  Cross  Basic  First  Aid  Course.  Each  student  will 
receive  a certificate  upon  completion. 

In  concluding,  I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
continued  interest  of  the  principal,  teachers,  school  personnel 
and  townspeople  and  to  them  I extend  my  thanks  for  their 
cooperation  in  the  health  program.

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  for  the  financial  years 
beginning  January  1,  1972  and  Jauary  1,  1973  in  accordance 
with  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of 
less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.
